On the ground, the plane was 
refuelled and the airline paid the 
$500,000 dollars and handed over 
four parachutes fn return for fhe 
lives of the 84 other passengers.

N.Y. hood ‘Crazy Joe’ 
dies in dawn vendetta 


NEW YORK (AP). — The six divers 
zelebrating “Crazy” Joe Gallo's 47th 
birthday had barely ‘finished their 
vlams. Then the shots rang out, 
and 90 seconds later, Gallo was 
dead. 

With gangland suddenness, a lone 
gunman burst into Umberto's Clam 
House, in Manhattan's Little Italy 
section, ‘before dawn on Friday, and 
fired three bullets. 

‘Galo, shot in the shoulder, stum- 
bled to his feet in stunned disbelief, 
and fled across the dark green-tiled 
floor, along the length of Umberto's 
clam bar. A second bullet caught 
him in the rear. A third bullet dit 
his bodyguard in the rear too. 

GaHo made it to the street, a 
block from Police headquarters, col- 
lapsed and died. His bodyguard, 42- 
year-old Peter Drapoulis, was not 
seriously hurt. 

Inside,. Gailo's bride of three 
weeks, his sister, step-daughter and 
a friend picked themselves off the 
floor. A total of 20 bullets had 
been fired from four guns. But the 
gunman had escaped, and know- 
ledgeable sources were saying that 
the shooting that had left organ- 
ized-crime figure Joseph Colombo 
bed-ridden since last June had fi- 
nally ‘been avenged. 


No one — the Police or Colombo's 
‘folowers—ever publicly drew a con- 


nection between Gallo and the Co- 
lombo incident. The Police specu- 
lated that Colombo's slain attacker 
was a psychopath operating alone. 
But knowledgeable sources now say 

a “contract” had been let for Gal- 
io’s life. 

Galle's struggle for power began 
in 1960, when the gang war he 
launched accounted for a dozen 
deaths. He and his brothers, Larry 
and Albert, led a tight knot of men 
who served as the enforcement squad 
for ailing Brooklyn Don Joseph 
Profaci.

Acupuncture 


used in Britain 


LONDON (AP). — The treat- 
ment by acupuncture has been 
used successfully for the first 
time in Britain to anaesthetize, a 
medical publication has reported. 

The “General. Practitioner” 
said a woman, suffering from'sa”' 
sensitive cavity in a tooth ar- 
ranged for a specialist to provide 
anaesthesia by acupuncture dur- 
ing a dental operation. The den- 
tal surgeon was sceptical but 
agreed to try as the procedure 
can be stopped as soon as pain 
4s felt, the publication said. 

Needles were Inserted at se~ 
lected acupuncture points in the 
hand and feet and twiddled for 
five minutes before drilling be- 
gan. The patient felt mo pain, the 
report said. 

The acupuncturist involved was 
8. graduate of Cambridge Univer- 
sity and of London's Westmins- 
ter Hospital. He had previously 
experimented with the technique 
but had never tried It out in a 
dental operation.

BELFAST. LR.A. bombers 
wrecked parts of Belfast's 13- 
storey Europa Hotel yesterday in 
8 new surge of violence against 
British rule in Northern Ireland, 
which also saw three LR.A. men 
die in an explosion, and a British 
soldier killed in a battle. 

A bomb in a truck parked by the 
hotel's delivery entrance caused 
heavy damage to the ground door 
and reception area, and shattered 
every window in the building. More 
damage was caused to the Grand 
Opera House across the street. This 
was the third attack on the Europa 
this year. The hote! is the largest 
and most modern in Belfast. Police 
had been warned that the bomb had 
been planted, and had evacuated 
and sealed the area. 

Police blamed the blast, and au 


earlier explosion, on outlaws of the 
Trish Republican Army — LRA. —

BERLIN 
WALL 


By LESLIE COLITT 
BERLIN (Ofss). — 
ERMANS in east and west have 
been practising over Haster the 
only feasibie kind of reunification — 
family reunfons. Some 400,009 West 
Berliners who crossed the Berlin 
Wall into East Germany discovered 
thet as much as the social and 
ecanomic systems of the two Ger- 
manys have drawn apart, the years 
of severed family ties were quickly 
bridged. 

It was eight-and-e-half years since 
a Press spokesman of the then 
Mayor of West Berlin, WHly Brandt, 
uttered nearly prophetic words to 
the Evangelical Academy's political 
club in Tutzing, West Germany. 
Herr Bahr, who has since 
become the Chancellor's leading 
edviser on Ostpolitix, told his aston- 
ished lsteners: 

“We have said the Wall 5 a 
sign of weakness. One could also 
say it was a sign of the fear and 
instinct for self-prezervation of the 
Communist regime. The 
is whether there are not possibilities 
of relleving the regime of these 
thoroughly justified anxieties so that 
a ration of the borders end 
the Wall could become practicable.” 


Fruitful relationship 


Aijed by Moscow’s desire to 
consolidate its position in Eastern 
Europe with the help of the West 
and by the four-Power agreement 
on Berlin, Chancellor Brandt and 
State Secretary Bahr have seen 
their policy of a new relationship 
between East and West in Europe 
bear fruit. Permanent negotiations 
have been set up bebween Hast and 
‘West Germany to alleviate the most 
distressing human aspects of Ger- 
many’s division. The engaging, to- 
tally non-official manner of Herr 
Bahr has gone over well with the 


._Eust~"Germans, who ‘have ‘become. 
used to ‘his frequent 


avowals of 
how he “entirely understands” their 
position “but, that...” 
This is not to say that the 
“anxieties” of the Hast German 
totally dispel- 
led. They are tapping in the dark 
when it comes to assessing the 
impact visiting West Berliners may 
have on their East German families. 
Far more important than envy of the 
material possessions of the Wes- 
‘terners, the East Germans are now 
conscious as never before of the 
restrictions on their own westward 
movement. Although since January 
they have been permitted to travel 
at will to Poland and Czechoslova- 
kia and will shortly be able to go 
to Rumania, all this only seems to 
have heightened their long-suppres- 
sed desires to visit the West. 


“If I could only once see what 
West Germany is like!” was the 
most widely heard aentiment ex- 
pressed by East Germans to their 
Western relatives this Easter. 

In the long term, however, it is 
likely that East Germans will be 
jess influenced by visits from their 
‘Western relatives than by the tens 
of thousands of Poles and Czecho- 
slovaks who now descend on East 
Berlin, Dresden and Leipzig from 
the east and south each weekend. 

Both Poles and Czechoslovaks still 
come mainly to buy clothing and 
household appliances which are bet- 
ter und cheaper than at home. But 
contacts develop between them and 
the East Germans, ideas are ex- 
changed and In the process the 
younger Germans in particular come 
to admire the undisciplined nature 
of the Poles and the wry scepticism 
of the Czechoslovaks, 

Whatever thoughts are expressed 
by their neighbours — on abstract 
art, or on the desired role of the 
Communist Party — are meaningful 
to East Germans as they come from 
peoples who live under a similar 
social and economic system. 

Part one of the provisional visit- 
ing arrangement for West Berliners 
is now over, as is the relaxation of 
rigid controls on Westerners travel- 
ling between West Germany and 
West Berlin on the East German 
autobahn routes. The East Germans 
will put into effect their “gesture 
of good will” again at Whitsuntide,

over Cyprus 


NICOSIA (AP). — Cyprus Pre- 
sident Archbishop Makarios on Fri- 
day expressed deep concern over the 
future of Cyprus, which he sald is 
facing ‘outside threats and internal 
quarrels. 

In his Easter Day message, the 
Greek Cypriot religious and political 
leader stressed the need for “‘unity 
and concord, greater today than 
ever before.” 

President Makarios’ message, 
which was released on Friday, will 
Se read in all the island churches 
today, which is the Greek Orthodox 
Easter Day, This year’s celebrations 
find the Cyprus church deeply split, 
and the state involved in an un- 
precedented quarrel with the Greek 
government, which threatens to 
plunge the predominantly Greek 
island into civil war.

Rizeq, a native of an Arab village 
near Nazareth and a long-time Ne- 
zareth resident, explained, “But we 
want this course to help narrow the 
faps between Arab men and women 
and between Arab and Jewish wo- 
men. We think bolting the course 
here serves that purpose.” 
A probation officer with 20 years’ 
experience, Mr, Rizeq ig now As- 
sistant Director of Probation Ser- 
vices (Ministry of Social Welfare) 
for the Arab sector, He is “on 
loan" to the course one day 2 week 
betause of his training in commu- 
nity social work and ἘΠ interest in 
improving Arab women’s status. 
The course meets every Tuesday 
from 9 to 4 and is divided into two 
parts: lectures, given in Arabic, and 
practical lessons conducted in He- 
brew. Lectures are given by Arab 
intellectuals, teachers and experts 
in the varous fields. The practical 
lessons are given by the school’s 
staff. “The lectures were planned in 
advance, but the practical lessons 


Mr. Rizeq explained. “This is an- 
other example of what I meant by 
the advantages of giving the course 
here, If they were in Nazareth they 
would never have asked to learn to 


play pingpong, and certainly not He- 
brew.” 


Mrs. Schwarez — who has head- 
ed the school since its founding 15 
years ago — had long wanted to 
open the school to Arab students. 
The question was how. 

“Arab girls of 14 are not sent 


acceptable unless the parents were 


afterwards — and the demand in 
this field is limited.” Sure the school 
could nevertheless offer help to the 


; Arab sector, Mrs. Schwarcz kept 


looking. Three years ago, she found 
out about the Welfare Ministry's 
community centres in Arab villages. 
Working with the Ministry, the school 
set up a series of one-day seminars 
for eight community centre workers. 
The series of seminars lasted two 
years. Wizo then became interested 
and it was decided to start a one 
day a week course this year. 
fn addition to the enthusiastic re- 
actions of the students which I 
heard first-hand, Mrs. Schwarez 
gave another indication of the 
course's success, About a month ago 
the school invited Arab leaders, in- 
cluding chairmen of local councils 
in. Arab villages, 
on the status of Arab women, along 
with Jewish workers. 

“The meeting was so successful 
that a full-seale panel discussion 
was held in Nazareth, with represen- 
tatives of aH the official organiza- 
tions involved, as weil as Arab men 
=n women. A coordinating com-

The need for a second entrance 
to the Knesset parking area 
was highlighted at the ¥Fri- 
day ceremony, as it has ‘heen 
many times before during mass 
gatherings at the House. Pedes- 
trians were prevented from leav- 
ing after the ceremony ended, so 
as not to obstruct the buses, 
though in fact they were not yet 
leaving.

Israeli seamen, not 
flag, in short supply

Jerusalem 'Pust Reporter 
HAIFA. — “There is no shortage 
of ships flying the Israel flag in 
Zim's deet, but of Israeli seamen 
to man them. There is in fact no 
meaning to the flag, which is 
only a piece of cloth if it is not 
backed up by our own men,” 
Zim's General Manager, Mr. Mo- 
she Kashti, told the press on 

Friday. 

He was commenting on the Sea- 
men’s Union protest against the 
flying of the German flag on two 
new container ships being put into 
operation on Zim‘s “Jong line” ‘be- 
tween Japan and the U.S., which 
will later be extended to Israel. 

Mr. Kashti stressed that, though 
the employment of foreign seamen 
could save very large sums, “Zim, 
the national shipping company Is 
not Jooking for foreign crews, We 
welcome every Israeli sailor we can 
get.” 

He noted that on tankers, a 
full Israel crew costs $400,000 2 
year, a foreign one costs only 
$200,000. 

He stressed that there was no 
question of any Tsrael seaman ἴ05. 
ing his job with Zlm. “On the con- 
trary on some of our tramp ships 
which do not reach Israel ports, we 
are forced to sail without a single 
Israeli sailor or officer. During the 
next two years we shall need 
300 more seamen for the modern 
ships now being built for us, and I 
see little chance of getting them.” 

He said that Zim “vigorously 
supports” the proposal for mari- 
time legislation which would make 
it mandatory to employ at least a 
nucleus of Israelis on Israeli flag 
ships. “We hold that ‘national iden- 
tity’ means Israeli ‘crews much 
more than Israeli flags. In many 
foreign ports, members of the Jew- 
ish community are eager to visit 
the ships and meet Igraeli offivers 
and men.” 

Mr. Kasht! said that Zim files 
foreign flags on its siips for only 
two reasons: economic ones or 
Security-political considerations or 
under Government instructions, It 
definitely does not do so to save on 
crews’ wages, he sald. 


He noted that the hig banks 
which extend mortgages on ships 
do not want to accept “the Israel 
risk.” In order to get the credit, 
“we register the new vessels under 
foreign flags on the assumption 
that after @ short time we can re- 
Place them with the Israeli flag.” 
As an example ‘he cited the freigh- 
ter m.s. Anat, on which Zim re- 
placed the British flag with our 
own “without anybody asking us 
to do 580." 

As to the two ships under the 
German flag, the Zim-Tokyo and 
the Zim-New York, the considera- 
tion had been purely economic. Zim 
had bought the ships, then under 
construction in Italy, from a for- 
eign company going out of business 
which had to “sell them at any 
price,” instead of an option Zim 
had with another shipyard. 

“The deal saved us $15m. straight 
off and another $15m. on amortiza- 
tion interest," he said. The Govern. 
‘ment fully approved the deal and 
he ‘hoped that it would be possible 
to hoist the Israeli flag on the 
ships in less than the eight years 
Stipulated hy German law. Until 
then, the master, chief engineer and 
radio officer had to be Germans— 
“and I only hope that we can get 
Israelis ta man the remaining posi- 
tions.”* 

He noted that since he took up 
hts post with Zim, the relations 
with the Seamen's Union had been 
much improved and were now 
“good.” He hoped tie Union would 
be sympathetic to Zim's cunsidera- 
tions, and call off the warning 
strike it πᾶς set for April, 27. 

“The national character of the 
Zim fleet is not endangered by this 
deal," he said. ‘I have the Teeling 
that the Union understands that 
the real problem is the lack of sta- 
bility of the Israeli crews and the 
very high rate of signing off and 
changing from ship to ship,” he 
noted. 

‘Of the 1,850 seamen manning 
Zim's fleet. 620 were non-Israelis, 
There were plenty of additional 
berths for more Israelis, he said,

ask aid from Israel's enemies. He 
repeated former charges of Israeli 
subversion, and accused officers in 
the Israeli military mission of try- 
ing to Influence the country’s deci- 
sion-making process.

In one house they threw 
the food out of the refrigerator and 
in another they compelled an Israeli 
woman to leave the town instantly, 
although her husband was away at 
the time. The orders were carried 
out by soldiers who until recently 
had been trained ard taken orders 
from ‘Israeli officers. 
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Indifferent world 
owes Jews their 
existence-Hausnet 


TEL AVIV. — “The world, which 
kept silent and ignored the extermi- 
nation of Jews by the Nazis, owes 
the survivors an honourable exist- 
ence,” Knesset Member Gideon 
Hausner, chairman of the Yad Va- 
shem governing board, said in a 
radio interview Friday night in con- 
nection with Holocaust Memorial 
Day ‘being observed this Monday 
night and Tuesday. 

Mr. Hausner noted that the sys- 
tematic annihilation of Jews began 
only in the autumn of 1941. Until 
then it was possible to save Jews. 
The world spoke out about suffering 
of various nations and promised to 
punish the ‘Nazis for crimes against 
Poles, Russians, Yugoslavs — but ig- 
nored the Jews. 

“The world knew how to react to 
other atrocities by the Germans,” 
said Mr. Hausner. “When Coventry 
was levelled, the reaction was to 
erase Dresden in Germany. How- 
ever, there was no reaction to the 
atrocities against the Jews, and this 
encouraged the Germans to continue 
right to the end.” ae “ τ ΤΑ 

He quoted from the diary of 
Goebbels: “The leaders of the de- 
mocracies speak much of the ‘atro- 
eities’ of the German people, but it 
is clear to me that in their hearts 
they are glad that we are destroy- 
ing Europe's ghettos.” 

Until the war, Germany was an 
acceptable member of the inter- 
national commuanity, in spite of its 
violation of all moral codes, Mr. 
Hausner said. But the world's Jead- 
ers were wrong in thinking the 
hatred would remain against Jews 
only — it exploded into a hatred 
of free mankind, and dragged the 
world into a bloodbath, he went on. 
Thus, once again anti-Semitism 
proved a “seismograph." warning of 
shocks to the entire world. 

This lesson must'be learned. When 
the banner of hatred is raised, it 
endanzers not only Jews, but others 
as well, he declared. {Ttim)
